cry" slated Dr, Morris rishbcln, in 
the final mcçting tor thc year. of the 
Temple Forum last night. Dr. Klsli- 
bciii, who l'a editor of thc Journal of 
the American .Medical Association! dealt 
with the subject of "Fads and Quack- 
e:y in Healing". 

Quacks in medicine aic generally 
religious, stated the speaker, for they 
iiifually claim divine aid in lliclr cures. 
iJr. Kishbcin remarked on the pre- 
valence of quackery throughout the 
centuries, our own by no means ex- 
I copied, declaring that iho credulous 
; ui c 10 be found even among thc "in- 
j lelligentsla", who are Individuals who 
t have been educated beyond their In- 
' lelllgcnce. 

The discovery of magnetic laws led 
to many new species of quackery. 
John Graham, "Servant cf the Lord", 
founded a School of Magnetism In I,on- 
don, while Ellsha I'erkliia was doing 
much the same thing In iho United 
States, lleligious quackery rctiehed Its 
peak In the U.S.A. with the riac lo 
fame of .Mary Uaker liddy. Mr.'j. IJ ldy 
I had been cured of puralyaia by ritlnca.s 
! Quimby, a liavelling religious quack, 
and from thli, by various stages, arose 
her Christian Science religion. In. 
cidentally, stated Dr, Kiallboln, Phlnciio 
Quimby died of cancer before ho could 
get his mind on that, 

Krjuvcnaliun <|ua('bk 
hynn, Mass. seems lo have been 
quite a good spot for quacks, Cor l.ydla 
I'Jiikhani lives here bCBldes Mrs. Kddy. 
The famous Vegetable Compound arose 
when u man gave lier liinband lliu 
recipe in lieu of a debt, l.ydiu look 
Ihc recipe, brewed up a batch, arid it 
soon became popular, with the alil of 
clever adverlLilng. The alcohol content 
in ili:a vcuclalilc comiioiiiid, atalBd the 
speaker, varies wltii thc iiricu of '.his 
connnodlty. 

In the U.S.A. at present, staled Ur. 
Flshbeln, Iheic arc ten million people 
who ljclle\c In mind ovo;- adeiice In 
ca.^iC of dlijoasu. Two million of these 
arc Christian SclenilHi'S «hllo there an; 
a large niinilicr of •'a.s.sortcd". These 
Include osteopaths and chiropractors.

In conclusion Dr. Fishbein made 
clear the fact that lie I.-, not under the 
Illusion thai we will ever get rid of 
quacks, for as someone claboralcd 
Barnum's titatemeni, a crook Is born 
every hour lo take care of (be sixty 
suckers.

THE international idea in collejre spoiis

On the other hand, the organization 
problems of a ski meet of this magnitude 
require considerable woj-k, and the manner 
in ^yhicIl tlio Club has overcome its diffi- 
culties deserves sincere commendation. The 
opportunities for initiation of a Winter 
Carnival on the style of Dartmouth and 
other New England colleges are quite 
evident, as the team captain ntateri in his 
message in Fridaj-'s Daily, and the ener- 
getic \yay in which tho Ski Club and the 
Red Birds liave gone about the organiza- 
tion of its schedule and feature meet this 
season lends considerable enepiiraggment to 
those who have been nursing {lie*jdea these 
past few year.s. 

Our support of the project, as of the 
' recent meet, is at the disposal of the Univ- 
ersity athletic officials, and we express the 
sincere hope that McGill's first annual 
Winter Carnival . will be in the headlines 
within one pr two years.
